SEATTLE, Wash., O rt 28.— Now 
that the great Alaska-Yukon expo­ 
sition has closed its doors with a day 
of frolic and night of red fire, and 
after the feeling of regret at its mag. 
nificent passing has subsided, calm 
reflection corroborates the opinion 
expressed previously in these letters 
that Seattle as a city is more won­ 
derful than was the exposition as a 
fair. 
The vim and dash of western en­ 
terprise was never more aptly illus­ 
trated than it is by conditions In this 
city. 
So swiftly and surely do these 
westerners go about doing things, so 
positive is the assurance with which 
they attempt colossal undertakings 
that life here is a constant panora­ 
ma of gigantic enterprises 
followed 
by achievement so swift that the ef­ 
fort is scarcely realized. 
One of the great projects now un­ 
der way Is the 
construction 
of a 
canal 
leading 
from 
the 
Sound 
through Salmon Bay into Lake Un- 
on, thence through Union Bay into 
Lake Washington. 
This will enable 
sea-going vessels to enter fresh water 
by means of the canal and its locks. | 
One of the many advantages of this 
will be the natural clearing of ves­ 
sels of their barnacles by the action 
of fresh water. 
Speculation a Fever 
One cannot remain here long and 
not catch the speculation fever. Aside 
from the usual investor—the 
man 
with money to invest— there are very I 
few teachers in the public schools, 
clerks, preachers or laboring people, 
who do not own or who are not buy­ 
ing land somewhere. 
It may I* 
a 
piece of land for fruit, timber land, 
a bit of beach to resell for a summer 
cottage, or a small sum down and 
perhaps $25 per month on a nice cot­ 
tage for a home. 
Hundreds of these 
are sold this way. 
In one Instance 
about a dozen teachers clubbed 
to­ 
gether and bought a block In one of 
the new sections, costing about $250 
a lot. 
In a very few months, likely, 
two years at the most, these lots will 
sell for at least $1,000 each. 
Four 
vears ago a five acre tract could have 
been bought on the east side of Lake 
Washington for

Three years ago the Y. W. C 
A. bought an eighteen acre 
beach 
front on Bainbridge Island for $5.- 
400, and today they decline to sell it 
for $30,000. 
I believe the record 
price per front foot down town is be­ 
tween $7,000 and $8,000, while 
in 
Denver, a fair city with which 
to 
compare, being nearly as large and 
quite progressive, the record price Is 
not above $2,500 per front foot. 
Look to Good Views 
One of the chief things that deter­ 
mine the value of a lot here is the 
view. Lake Union separates the two 
most aristocratic 
sections, 
Capital 
Hill and Queen Anne Hill, with Lake 
Washington on the other side or Ca­ 
pital Hill and a magnificent view of 
Puget Sound for. Queen Anne. 
The 
Madrona Park section, bordering on 
Lake Washington, is a new e v o c a ­ 
tion for the better homes. 
The 
writer sits in one of the new cottages 
in a new section, beautifully located 
as to the view, three hundred feet 
above Green Lake, with the lake and 
Woodland Park in front. 
Beyond 
are miles of twinkling lights gleam­ 
ing along the sky-line. Beyond, at 
either side, on a clear day may be 
seen to the right* the magnificent 
snow capped Olympics, perhaps one 
hundred miles away;

“Sierras.” mostly California people;

A. Goodyear saw mill is fast nearing 
completion and it is a m atter or a 
few days only before the big plant, 
which has been shut down since last j 
May, will again be In operation. The j 
boilers have been steam ed up a n d ; 
the work has reached the stage of: 
the final adjustm ent and testing of j 
the new' m achinery. The mill will be j 
ready to sta rt o n 'th e com pletion of 
the electric power plant, which is to 
run both saw and planing mills, as 
well as furnish cu rren t for the city 
lighting and power system . 
E n tire P lan t ('hanged 
The extent of the changes which 
have been m ade since the mill shut 
dow n is undoubtedly far greater than 
m ost people realize. If the old mill 
had been tom down and replaced by 
an entirely new one, the change could 
not have been m uch greater. The ex­ 
terio r rem ains, b ut nearly 
every­ 
thing w ithin is new', including much 
of the fram ew ork. The whole build­ 
ing now stands on concrete founda­ 
tions. with concrete piers under all 
principal hearings inside 
and 
all 
heavy m achines. The old saws and 
m achines have been replaced by new 
and m ore improved ones and m any 
additional m achines h a te been put 
in for new lines of work. 
New Engine Rooms 
The old engine and boiler room 
has been torn down, and new fire­ 
proof buildings erected in which are 
installed new boilers and the electric 
plant w ith its tw o huge W esting­ 
house 
turbine 
generators, capable 
of developing 1.200 horse power. 
It is in reality a new mill equip­ 
ped w ith the m ost improved machfn- 
ery and is to be operated by elec­ 
tricity. It Is one of th e first saw 
m ills in the country to be electrified 
throughout, and will be a model In 
this respect. 
Pond is Deepened 
The arrangem ents fo r handling the 
logs and supplying them to th e mill 
have been as greatly changed as the 
mill itself. The pond has been clean­ 
ed o ut and deepened and a concrete 
retaining wall built along the whole 
west bank w here the logs are unload­ 
ed from the cars. Inclined skidways 
extend from the railroad track to 
this wall on which th e logs roll from 
the cars into the ond. 
The hard ­ 
wood logs, however, will not go into 
the w ater, but will be hoisted from 
the cars to the elevated cableway 
and carried across the pond direct to 
the m ill. 
R oads Also Im proved 
A nother great im provem ent which 
Is now under way is on the roads 
through the lum ber yard. These are 
being p ut on grade and paved w ith 
plank over which 
is a covering of 
dirt. 
This will afford good drainage 
and hard roadways on which to haul 
the heavy loads going to and from 
the mill. 
The im provem ents will also extend 
to the planing mill, though perhaps 
not until next season. It will either 
be rebuilt or else torn down and a 
new oifb erected. In the la tte r case 
a change of location to the north 
part of the yards Is contem plated.
